It seemed to be the unanimous opinion of 


the Republicans who participated iu the 
proceedings, and those who were present as 
spectators, that the work of the convention 
was entitled only to commendation so far as 
the naming of a ticket was concerned. There 
was but one matter that occasioned any 
regret, and that was the failure of the con- 
vention to change the system of nominating 
candidates by substitmiug the Crawford 
county or a delegate system for the present 
cumbersome method known as the mass con- 
vention. 
However, as the whole party had 


the opportunity to be present aud vote for a 
change, but neglected to do so, no fault was 
found with the result. 
The modified Craw- 


ford county system received 25 votes, the 
Crawford county system pure and simple 
10 voles, the delegate system 4 votes and 
the present method 99 votes, mailing it very 
apparent that so far as ihe convention was 
concerned the party did not favor a change. 


Another feature of interest was the icso- 


lutious, which elicited applause when read 
by Chairman William Penrose, of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. The resolutions were 
brief, but strong and to the pofut.

County Commissioners to account \a an, open, 
letter published in several qf tUe Qounly pa- 
pers in which Mr. Smith alleges that his bid 
for the painting of certain county bridges 
was ignored by the board without reason. 
Injustice to the Commissioners it must be 
explained that Mr. Smith's bid was not in 
accord with the specifications to which other 
bidders conformed, and therefore it was re- 
turned to him with a copy of the 'specifica- 


tions iu cider that he might file a new pro- 
posal. This he failed to do aud the Com- 
"misbioflers had no bid from liiui when the 
proposals were opened at the tiaie advertis- 
ed. 
Mr. Smith bid for both work and ma- 


terial, when only a proposal fur work was 
demanded, aud consequently the Commis- 
sioners had no means of determining whether 
he would do the work alone fur the price 
specified. Moreover Mr. Suiiih sent in his 
bid ahead of time witliout specifying upon 
ihe envelope the characler of his communi- 
cation, in consequence of which neglect it 
was opened by the clerk, who naturally re- 
turned it to protect himself from Ihe charge 
of knowing the contents of the bid before the 
proper time for opening the proposals. 
To 


an utibiased mind it would appear that Mr. 
Smith owes Ihe Commissioners an apology as 
public as his letter, especially in view of the 
fact that the clerk did him the favor lo af- 
ford him an opportunity to make a second 
bid for Ihe work. 


TULLYTOWfc. 


The Republicans of this borough are gene- 


rally pleased with the county ticket nomi- 
nated last Monday and believe that it will 
bring out a full Republican vole this fall. 
There has been some dissatisfaction expresb- 
ed as to Tullytowu's vote on the change of 
the rules. The vote at Doyltstown stood two 
to two for a change, so it was necessary to 
divide the two votes to which Tullytown 
was entitled, recording one for the "Modi- 
fied Crawford couuly System" and one for 
"no change." 


Nothing can belter indicate the injustice 


of the present system than the result of this 
vote. The two votes in favor of the present 
system were cast by the same and only two 
persons who voted against a change at last 
spring's caucus. The vote then stood thirty- 
seven to two iu favor of a change. 
Now in 


the mass convention Monday these two were 
able to divide the vote of the borough. 


The vote Monday was no more indicative 


of the popular will tlian was the vole of the 
last county committee. 


The fact that the manipulators of the pre- 


sent machine placed the three systems on the 
ballot, instead of making the vote simply for 
or against change as would have been, done, 
had an honest vote been desired, shows that 
they feared to meet the issue squarely even 
at a time when they should have had things 
in their own bauds. Just why the secreta- 
ries garbled the count in the manner they did 
is a mystery. It was hardly necessary when 
the machine had already made the probable 
result a three to one shot iu favor of the re- 
tention of the present system. 


However, as one ot the prominent citizens 


of Bristol remarked after Monday's conven- 
tion, "If the opponents of the present sys- 
tem don't take enough interest in the matter 
to go to Doylestowu once to vote on the ques- 
tion, it is hardly woith wlii.e to fight tor a 
change."

TOHATION CAPITALIZED TO TEH AMOUHT Of 
$500,000 — 04VAOITV IHOBEASED - BttlOHT 


OUI'LOOK FOB THE KUTUUE. 
The Bristol rolling mill, nhieh recently 


resumed operations, bos been sold to a cor- 
poration' with a capital of half a million dnl- 
liirs. The uow concern, which took possess- 
ion of the works last Monday, is the Consoli- 
dated Iron and Steel Company. The presi- 
dent of the company is Herbert K. Adams, 
of the firm of Adams & Keen, Philadelphia. 
The treasurer is Conrad S. Groves, of Groves 
Brothers, Philadelphia. 
Andrew G. Curliu, 


.Tr., is general manager und secretary of the 
company. The latter will have full charge 
of the manufacturing and sales department, 
having had an experience in this line of 
twenty-five years. The directors are well- 
known business men. 
L. & R. Wislar, for- 


mer owners, while retaining stock iu the 
new organisation, are not .connected with 
tlie present management. 


The stock has been about all subscribed 


ivnd it is intended to increase the capacity of 
the plant, which now turns out fifty tons of 
manufactured iron per day. A new furnace 
has been erected and was started up on Mon- 
day. 
Another will be built shortly, 


The mill consists of one '8-inch train of 


rolls ; one 12-inch train of rolls; one IS 
inch train of rolls, and a continuous cotton- 
tie mill connected directly with engines of 
the required capacity; it is the only mill fit- 
ted for making cotton ties outside of the 
combination of mills known as Ihe "Ameri- 
can Steel Hoop Company," and it is the only 
mill umnufactuiing band iron east of the Al- 
legheny Mountains. Its complement of rolls 
comprises almost all the standard sizes of bar 
iron, almost all the standard sizes of baud 
iron, with some special shapes. 


The mill is fitted with a full complement of 


shears for utilizing the various kinds of scrap 
used in its manufactures, and at the present 
lime its efficiency is being added to by the 
erection of additional shears. 


The furnace capacity consists of one heat- 


ing furnace for the 8-inoh mill; one Lauth 
furnace recently erected for the 12-inch mill; 
and three bushelling furnaces for the 18- 
inch mill. 
Notwithstanding these furnaces 


in place, it lacked two additional heating 
furnaces, one of which was erected and 
plnced in operation September 11 ; it is of 
the Lauth patent type. The other it is in- 
tended to build at once. 
These furnaces, 


with the boiler attachments to them, cost 
about §2,000 to $2,500 each.. 


The capacity of finished iron of the mill is 


at present from fifty to sixty tons ; and by 
the erection of the additional heating furna- 
ces proposed to be erected, the normal capac- 
ity of the mill should be from sixty to seven- 
ty-five tons per day of twenty-four hours. 


The building is a substantial wooden struc- 


ture, covered with iron, with Ihe necessary 
tool houses for roll lathes and dynamo ; and 
the shears, fans, saws, boilers, hot beds, are 
all of sufficient capacity to take care of the 
largest tonnage named, and are iu first-class 
physical condition. 
The necessary hoist, 


buckets, etc., for handling the coal economi- 
cally, railroad track facilities, scales, office, 
are all fitted up with Ihe necessary applian- 
ces for the expeditious and economical hand- 
ling of the raw and finished material. There 


re ulso certain improvements beingfitted up 
or the handling of billets and bars hot from 
he furnaces and rolls, the object being to 
ave re-heating, which will greatly inoiease 
be profits of manufacture, with its conse- 
aent cost and loss. 
The manufacture of iion is one of Pennsyl- 
auia's greatest industries, and the fact that 


, live and wealthy corporation has taken 
lold of the Bristol mill insures that this 
loiut will become a great scene of industry. 
'he town is in a prosperous condition, the 
numerous oiher factories are busily engaged 
,nd all running to their fullest capacities. 
'.he outlook for a busy winter is blight.

A PEEP INTO THE I>«ST. 


A BIOORAPE10AL SKETCH OF JCJIIN WATSON, 


SOB.VBYOR, WBITTSS IN 
1826. 


This week we reprint from the Bucks 


County^Patriot askeicii of John Watson, who 
in 1826, had gained an enviable reputation 
as a surveyor, penman and assistant almauao 
maker. The article was written by S. Pres- 
ton and is as follows: 


Such a superior, learn d, and useful man 


is "northy nf biographical notice. I have 
mentioned that when his grandfather, Dr. 
Thoiuas Watson, by uge and infirmity could 
no longer instruct him, he consigned his fu- 
ture education to an eminent learned friend 
of his, Jacob Taylor—who was the first, man 
iu I'eunHvvtiuH that ever did or could calcu- 
late Almanacks: wliick he made for about 
forty years. 
He made them in full, with his 


own poetry, which was equal to any in the 
English language. 
He was naturally of a 


pleasant, facetious turn, and had a happy 
faculty of selecting his subjects of poetry, 
and adapting his language to suit the gener- 
ality of his readers. 
I have seen some of 


his Almanacks. Like the Philadelphia Ag- 
ricultural Society, he disbelieved iu that 
remnant of astrology, that the anatomy of 
the human body is governed by the twelve 
signs of the Zodiac, and never put it in. But 
in one Almanack he ridicules the idea, be- 
ginning thus: 


"Some will expect the merry madman here, 


Who, 
ridiug on a rain iu wild career 


Around the skies, most learnedly defines 
What part of man is governed Cy the signs I ' ' 


He was the first Astronomer that ever suc- 


cessfully calculated the return of a Comet, 
within one mouth, which he did, and headed 
the page as follows: 


"So various are the minds of mortals found, 


Some dig to search the strata under ground, 
While others hear a tale with vast delight, 
About the stars, their number and their 


height. 


Now such may leave their downy bed 


To view the glory over head." 


And that mouth a long tailed Comet made 


its appearance. 


When John Watson first went to J. Taylor, 


he not only made the Almanacks and kept a 
Mathematical and Astronomical school, but 
was the most eminent physician in the city, 
and had an assistant iu the school to teach 
the classics—it wits William StUlerthwiute, 
who had had a liberal education iu London 
and had been unfortunate in a wile. He was 
a sublime poet in the heroic style. 


How long John Watsou remained at that 


eminent school I have no account; but dur- 
ing that time the Pioprietaries, or the Peuns, 
appointed Jacob Taylor Surveyor General:— 
and when J. Watson's schooling expired, 
Taylor appointed him his deputy for Bucks 
county, and no other man ever did as much 
Surveying and Conveyancing in Bucks coun- 
ty as John Watson. 
It was about the time 


the Meunonist Germans came in. 
He had 


more business than he could do, and was as- 
sisted by Samuel Foulke of llichland town- 
ship, and John Chapman, father of the late 
James Chapman. 
But of all John Watson's 


arts and sciences, his superior eleirnul pen- 
manship was most conspicuous. 
He wtote 


all kinds of bauds with more facility, if nol 
elegance, than perhaps any other man of 
business. 
He generally wrote deeds in Sec- 


retary. 
I have heard my father say that 


few people could write a good plain running 
hand as fast as he did that Secretary. 
I 


have had the handling of his deeds & 
draughts, and never saw such things from 
any other penman—so uniform and wel 
done. And he did not look like what he 
was. 
I can remember him perfectly well, as 


he used to oome to my father's whenever 
surveying led him that way. 
He was a -very 


large, heavy man, of a sandy complexion, 
and what would uow be called of a forbid- 
ding appearance—for he had singularities 
One was, very great singularity or negligence 
in his dress—or at least appeared so 
When 


going or returning fi'om surveying, he wore 
a very short coat or sailor jacket, with t 
large leather apron split in the middle anc 
one half laced round each knee, to defend it 
against biush and briars. 
He was said to be 


much afiaid of Raitle Snakes, as his father 
had died with tLe bite of one ; and when sur- 
veying in brush or weeds, used to wear un- 
common thick heavy boots—yet remarkably 
fond of going barefoot ; and said it was foi 
every person's health to go barefoot when 
vegetation was rising. I can remember his 
coming to my father's, walking barefoot 
leading his horse, and his bo?ls hanging on 
the horse's neck. 


Dr. Franklin told me a better story than 


that—That when Governor Morris was to hold 
the first Indian treaty in Easlou in June 
1756, the Governor obose him for Secretary 
and he wrote to Johu Watson, as the bes 
penman of the day, to be ready to accompan; 
them, to engross the treaty, if they rnadf 
one. 
He said that when they oame there J. 


Watson was mending fence by the roadside, 
and baretoot. 
That is not your penman, I 


hope? said the Governor. Yes, said Frank- 
lin.—Mr. Watson, how soon can you be 
ready ? I am ready now, said Watsou—flung 
down his hoe, and walked with them, bare- 
foot, to Enston. The Goveruor tried to talk 
to him, but could not make out. After they 
had agreed on a Treaty, Fraukliu called 
Watsou to engross it on parchment. 
He did 


so; and when it was shewn to the Governor, 
Franklin said he took off his hat to Watsou 
and said: 
"Since I first saw you, 1 have 


been trying to find out what you were—I 
now have it—you arc the greatest hypocrite in 
the world." 


The late Abel James was there as a party

He will even pick up a big wild 
rattlesnake only n few days off the des- 
ert and by iusorting n piece of wood be- 
twceu its jaws force them open so as to 
display th" fangs nnd poisoued glands. 
Generally the bnukc will be in n state of 
frcuxy, ami the poisoned beriun can bo 
seen to 11} from the ends of the teeth. 
The fluid ilies out with great force, and 
if nothing obstructs it it will go several 
yards. This exhibition will give an idea 
of how thorough the infection is when tt 
snake biteH a human being and drives its 
fangs in n.s deep as they will go. 


'1 often get bitten when I nm out 


ditching rattlesnakes," said the captain 
as he picked up bis biggest specimen and 
caused its tail to rattle loud enough to be 
lienirt 100 yards, "but I don't mind it, ex- 
cept for the pain at the moment. That is 
ptetty bad. but cannot be helped. 


"The 
lust time 1 was out 'catching1 


along the 'iilu river I had a hard time of 
it.

drina. 


"But the fang must have struck nn ar- 


tery, for my finger began to swell, and 
so did my hand just back of the string. 
I knew tlien that the matter was bet Sous. 
Then my assistant came back and said 
he couldn't find any golandriua. It was 
not the right locality for it. 


1 tied the string back around niy 


wrist. But that didn't do auy good, for 
lie swelling kept right on, and in an 
tour or S'j my hand was twice its natural

;aid, and he hitched up ;ike lightning, 
and we started otf ns fa&t as the horses 
would go. 


'We made Phenix iu about five hours, 


md ray hand was as big as a ham, and 
:he swelling went clear back to the el

'We drove straight to the office of a 


doctor who always kept the stuff 'on 
land, ami it didn't take him a second to 
<now what to do. 


"He gave me a piece of golandriua to 


chew nutl then jammed a lot of the juice 
right into the wound on the end of my 
3ngcr. The swelling stopped right there 
and inside of an honr commenced to go 
down. Before it was time to go to bed 
my hand had gone back to its natural 
jze and didn't hurt a bit. The next 
morning it was as well as ever, and I 
started back to finish catching rattlers. 


"Everybody who lives in n snake contv 


try ought to keep a supply of golandrina 
il ,.y on hand. It is a kind of n milk- 
v "" with pink Cowers. If you can gel 
it fresh, just squeeze some of the juice 
into the wound 
But if you have to keep 


the herb dry, chew a piece of it to a pulp 
and put I hat on. It will cure every time 
I will stake my life on it, for I have seen 
it used any number of tiuies and nevei 
knew it to fail. 


"Some people say golandrina is wlial 


the Moqui Indians use after a snake 
dance. 
Maybe it is, but I am not sure, 


because the Moguls won't tell anybody. 
But 1 do know that it is the only plant 
growing around their villages that will 
cure snake bite, nnd I am pretty sure it 
is what they use."—San Francisco Call.
